Should we get them we have 
not the trained officers and noncommis- 
sioned officers to train them; we have not 
sufficient arms, ammunition, artillery, 
clothing, equipment, and all the many 
other articles needed to make them into 
an army. 
There is considerable doubt if we could 
get the men. The number of volunteers 
who respond for any call depends largely 
on the popularity of the war. If we have 
war with Germany it will be on the 
grounds of Americans having lost their 
lives because of German activities. For 
five years Americans have been losing 
their lives because of Mexican activities 
without the slightest shadow of excuse on 
the ground of military necessity, yet after 
more than a month's effort to get 20,000 
men voluntarily to come forward lese 
than 4,000 have responded. 


Recruiting Slow in U. 8. 

The middle west has responded far bet- 
ter than New England and the other east- 
ern states. Yet these states are the ones 
in which at the present time there ts the 
most desire for war with Germany. Great 
Britain is vitally concerned in this war, 
yet after a year and a half and every pos- 
sible effort she not only has never been 
able to put the armies in the field which 
the allies consider she should, but has not 
even been able to raise enough men to 
keep those she has organized filled up.

In a company of 100 persons he was 
picked up by a British destroyer and 
taken back to England. 


Description of Disaster. 
“The weather was clear and bright 
with practically no sea. Mr. Drake wrote 
in describing the Sussex disaster. 

“Upon leaving Folktone we ran in a 
line parallel to the British coast. passing 
many merchant ships. The vessels flew 
every neutral fag. After an hour and a 
half at sea there was a terrific explosion. 
I personally have no knowledge whether 
thie was caused by a mine or a Sub- 
marine. 

“The wreckage thrown up dy the 
force of the explosion was accompanied 
by tone of water. All this mass of debris 
came crashing down on the forward end 
of the ship. The roar of escaping steam, 
the agonized cries of the people, were 
wore than terrifying. :

HEAVY AUSTRIAN ASSAULTS 
REPELLED BY THE-RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd Reports Failure of Des- 
perate Teuton Attacks in Galicia 
—No Change on Northern Front. 


PETROGRAD, April 18—The official 
communication from general headquar- 
ters issued today reads: | 

In the region of [kskull and the sec- 
tor west of Jacobstadt an artillery 
duel took place. Attempts of the 
enemy to advance in the sector near 
Nieverischki farm at Krevo were re- 
puleed by our scouts. 

In Galicia the enemy on Sunday with 
strong forces made desperate attacks 
on Popovamoghila. One of these at- 
tacks extended over a front exceed- 
ing a mile and a third. All the at- 
tacks were repulsed with heavy losses 
to the enemy. 

According to additional particulars 
our captures in the course of the con- 
quest of Popovamoghila on April 13 
included an enormous quantity of 
rifles, arms, cartridges, telephonic ma- 
terial, periscopes, bombs, bomb throw- 
ers, and caissons. 


German Official Statement.

. QUR MEXICAN “POLICY.” C 
The American government's reward for its con- 
sideration of “Mexican susceptibilities” is admira- 
bly illustrated in the article from the Carrancista 
organ, Accion Mundial, of Mexico City. 

We are told that our “famous punitive expedi- 
tion“ was sent forth with “laughable disorder” 
and “has made plain the complete ineptitude of 
the Ameri@in war department and of the leaders 
who bave tried to pursue Villa.” The hope is ex- 

that we may be better advised hereafter 
in both a diplomatic and military sense, and it ‘is 
pointed out that “the columns which were sent to 
pursue the bands of outlaws were divided ap all 
along the frontier, their cohesion’ and attacking 
power so diminished from day to day that in the 
event of a rupture between Mexico and the United 
States the American columns would have been an- 
nihilated within a few hours.” 

The ironic force of these remarks by an organ of 
Mr. Wilson's beneficfury, Carranza, is doubled by 
the fact that its criticism is essentially sound, from 
the military point of view. Its error, and it is a 
dangerous error for the Mexican mind to be drawn 
into, is that it assumes the weaknesses of our cam- 
paign in pursuit of Villa are, the fault of our war 
department and of our army officers. It is not 
realized they were forced by the Wilson-Bryan di- 
plomacy, which, we hope presently will be repudiat- 
ed by the American people. 

The pursuit of Villa bes been, in truth, a shame- 
ful exhibition of incompetence and irresolution. But 
the incompetence and irresolution have not been of 
the army. They are a part of the conduct of our 
Mexican relations for three years. 

We demanded a salute from Huerta. We never 
got it. 

We went into Vera Crus to stop a shipment of 
arms to Huerta. He got it. 

We sacrificed the lives of our men, concentrated 
our fleet and took Vera Cruz, cleaned it, and left 
it after melodramatic threats by the man we have 
since set up in power. 

All Mexico sees our policy in terms of these out- 
standing simple facts, and takes us for bunglers, 
weak would-be despots and poltroons. 

The Villa chapter geems destined to intrench that 
opinion. 

Diplomacy made Villa’s raid possible. Through- 
out three ye@rs of disorder our 1,200 miles of bor- 
der has been left insufficiently protected, because 
our official théory was and is that if we exercise 
our right of self-defense we may offend Mexican sus- 
ceptibilities and precipitate intervention. So there 
were not men enough on the border to provide ade- 


centration points to meet raids swiftly. 

When Villa struck Columbus this lack cost sev- 
eral days’ delay in pursuit. Diplomatic etiquette 
with Carranza added two or three days more.

The military and diplomatic situation thus de- 
veloped is incredible.

When the state department ordered Americans to 
leave their property and livelihood in Mexico and 
let it be known that their government had no re- 
spect for their legitimate interests; when it ordered 
an American cruiser out of the harbor of Tampico, 
leaving German and British ships to rescue imper- 
fled refugees; when it demanded a salute from 
Huerta and did not back the demand; when it per- 
mitted insult and injury along the border and let 
the Santa Ysabel massacre go virtually unpunished; 
when it played politics alternately and futilely with 
Villa and Carranza and bandied diplomatic conces- 
sions with a government existing chiefly by our 
moral and material support, it made the present 
fiasco almost inevitable. 

The result has been the prolonged of the 
Mexican people, suffering and heavy loss to our 
own countrymen, and the establishment of a senti- 
ment toward us lu Mexico which promises continued 
friction and peril to good relations between Mexico 
and the United States. 

It was fallacious humanitarianism to allow such 
evils to persist. It is incompetent gtatecraft to 
allow such results to be brought about after years 
of meddling. The Wilson policy has been a monu- 
ment of how not to deal with foreign relations. It 
is another illustration of how doctrinaire pacifism 
makes for war

Some- 
thing can be done by training. More can 
be done by regulating the diet. If the 
children are old enough for a mixed diet 
they should live largely on cereals, bread, 
fruits, and vegetables. 
breads should be made from whole wheat 
grains, else some bran as a cereal should 
be used from time to time. ges are par- 
ticularly objectionable. Some meat may 
be given, but not much. Some of these 
children do very much better if they are 
given no milk.

Field Marshal Lord Kitchener, the sec- 
retary of state for war, has always been 
opposed to it, ever since the South African 
campeign of sixteen years ago. When in 
command there he found that the colors of 
the kilts showed up so vividly in the sun 
that the soldiers of the Highland regi- 
ments were forced to adopt khaki aprons 
to render themselves less conspicuous. 
Moreover, while the kilt is all very well 
in Scotland, even in the hardest of weath- 
er, it afforded no protection to the knees 
when campaigning in countries such as 
South Africa, where the vegetation con- 
sists mainly of mimosa scrub, with thorns 
like small marlinspikes, grasses which 
cut like razors, and other similar menaces, 
not to mention rocks, sharp stones, and 
ant heaps. 

Kitchener endeavored on his return to 
England to bring about the abolition of 
the kilt in the army, save for show pur- 
poses. But he was unable to carry through 
his reform, owing to his assignment to 
the supreme military command in India, 
where he spent the next seven or eight 


In the present war the same objection 
has been found to the intensely vivid 
colors of the kilt, that theg serve to attract 
the fireof the enemy to such an extent that 
it has, as in the Boer campaign of sixteen 
years ago, been found necessary to either 
cover them with khaki aprons, or to sup- 
plant them altogether with kilts made of 


‘Khaki does not, however, lend 


itself to the making of kilts. Those man- 
ufactured thereof proved a lamentable 
failure, 
Scottish fiiibegs, and created such an 
outery of indignation among the High- 
landers as to render necessary their with- 


suggested loin-clothe rather than 


— 
Now, from the moment that the color 
of the tartan cannot be shown, it loses 
ite value as a distinguishing mark of the 


Scottish clans. As soon as ever 


it has to be concealed by a khaki apron 
all its Highland associations and its ap- 
peals to Scottish popular sentiment dis- 


Moreover, while the kilt may 


even be bravely worn in a snow blizzard, 
It is the most horrible and uncomfortable 
garment that it is possible to conceive 
when one is obliged to stand for long 
hours in trenches more than half full of 
‘ice cold, muddy water, against which 
trousers and long boots, at any rate, offer 
some sort of a protection. There is noth- 
ing more disagreeable, and I may add 
more painful than a wet kilt, the edges of 
which are apt to cut, almost as with a 
knife, the back of the knee and the calf 
of the leg when marching. | 

So even the most perfervid of Highland- 
ers who have been at the front in the pres- 
ent war in Flanders, in France, recently 
on the peninsula of Gallipoli, and now at 
Salonik! have abandoned their ineist- 
ence-on the retention of the kilt, and in 
the contest between nationalist senti- 
ment on the one hand and common sense, 
comfort, health, and economy, on the 
other, the kilt is having to give way. 
This ts not the first time that efforts have 
been made to do away with the kilt. Dur- 
Ing the Jacobite insurrections of the old 
and young Stuart pretenders, the British 
government .proscribed for a number of 
years the wearing of the kilt in Scot- 


> 


at Berlin, proudly donning there the royal 


— 


any disobedience to its edicts about the 
matter, In 1881 the late Right Hon. Hugh 
Childers, when secretary of state for war, 
presented a proposal in parliament to 
abolish not only the individual regimental 
tartans, but also the kilt. But so great 
was the indignation excited by this proj- 
ect, that a Scottish meeting was sum- 
moned by the late Lord Archibald Camp- 
bell at Stafford house, then the London 
home of the dukes of Sutherland. to pro- 
test against the reform, and the govern- 
ment was forced to withdraw the bill. 

Lord Archibald Campbell, who was a 
brother of the late duke of Argyll, was so 
wild in his denunciation of the attempt to 
do away with the kilt that at the close 
of a most impassioned speech at the Scot- 
tish meeting at Sutherland house, above 
mentioned, he wound up his remarks by 
kissing the hilt of his dirk, in a solemn 
pledge to resist the contemplated anti- 
kilt law, and then took steps to have, 
as in ancient times, the “ fiery cross” 
sent out throughout the length and 
breadth of the northern kingdom, in order 
to rally all the Scottish nobles and chief- 
tains to his suppart. The fiery cross was 
a signal which swift-footed messengers 
in olden days bore from one clan to an- 
other, calling upon their chiéftains to rise 
in arms in defense of some common weal 
or interest. 

~~ 

I may add that Queen Victoria gave her 
unqualified support to Lord Archie Camp- 
bell in the matter. For she held the kilt 
in high favor, and when she was at Bal- 
moral, used to insist on all the members 
of the royal householi—I mean the male 
members, of courée—donning the kilt, no 
matter whether they were English, Ger- 
man, or French by birth; no matter, too, 
how physically unsuited they might have 
been for that extremely trying garb. 

One has to have a pair of uncommonly 
brawny and well shaped legs in order to 
set the kilt off to advantage, and good 
legs were woefülly scarce among the late 
queen's entourage, save among her Scot- 
tish gillies. Her German 80n-in-law, 
Prince Henry of Battenberg, for instance, 
used to suffer frightfully from rheuma- 
tism each time he was in Scotland. due to 
the wearing of the kilt, and Prince Henry 
of Prussia, now at the head of the Ger- 
man navy, was compelled to submit to 
similar discomfort, whenever he stayed 
1 his grandmother at her Scottish 


Shortly before “Vietoria’s death King | 
George, then known as the duke of York, 
went with his consort te pay a visit to Bal- 
moral, and the train on which the royal 
party was traveling was suddenly stopped 
at the station on the border line between 
the two countries. As the stop was not 
provided for in the time table, consider- 
able speculation prevailed among the 
passengers as to what might be the cause 
of the halt. Much amusement was cre- 
ated when it was announced that the & · 
press, with its hundreds of passengers, 
and the mails, had been stopped fot some 
twenty minutes to permit the then duke 
of York to remove his breeks and to array 
himself in full Highland costume. 

Nor was Prince Henry of Prussia the 
only German relative of the English royal 
family who used to attire himself in kilts. 
Even Emperor William was fond of dis- 
playing himself therein at court functions

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WEST VIRGINIA 
ASKS RELEASE OF 
GUY BIDDINGER 


Alleges Trick by Pittsburgh 
Lawyer, Weil, to Escape 
"Bribery Charge. 


New York, April 18—[Special.}—An- 
mouncement was made today that the 
State of West Virginia will request Gov. 
Whitman to revoke his warrant of extra- 
dition for the return to Illinois of Guy 
Biddinger, former Chicago detective ser- 
gent, against whom fifty-one charges 
are now pending before a Municipal court 
justice in Chicago. 

The contention on which the third state 
fnjects itself into the case at this time 
is that the return of the man to Lllinois 
at this time may prevent him from ap- 
pearing as the principal witness for the 
state, if the United States Supreme court 
decides that A. Leo Well, Pittsburgh law- 
yer and reformer, must stand trial in 
West Virginia on a charge of attempting 
to bribe public officials. 

District Attorney on Hand. 

T. C. Townsend, district attorney of 
Kanawha county, is already in the city. 
The United States Supreme court is ex- 
pected to hand down its decision in a 
habeas corpus petition this week. Mr. 
Townsend, who is at Hotel McAlpin to- 
night, issued a statement, saying in 
part:

Vaughan was one of the speakers. 

In his report Mr. Miller denounced the 
political conditions which made the vice 
conditions possible and charged that the 
reasons why things were so bad was be- 
cause the men who scooped up the money 
were the men who made the laws.

Knowing his condition and the certain- 
ty of his being wounded, I consider it high- 
ly probable that he is dead, as he assured- 
ly could not have got any proper medical 
treatment.
